After mapy auctions and crees-auctions of 
furniture and affects the famous French Syndi- 
cate has finally evacuated Tientsin. Tho fate 


on the occasion of the Minister's pilgrimage to 
Tisntsin in May last. His crushing defeat at 
the band of Li Hung-chang ‘seoms to Lave 
extinguished the lust hope of the syndicate, 
whose ‘existence depended on . diplomatic 
coercion. That. proviso failing, the ayndicate 
bad po show in the general competition for busi- 
nega, ond eould‘in no way cover its expenses: 
During the six years of its existence the outlay 
of,the syndicate has been by no means ineon- 
siderable, and “it can hardly have gained avy 
profit on its contracts to balance its expouses. 
‘The confederated firma which put their mozey 
into the venturs deserve great sympathy. ‘Whey 
showed an enterprising spirit such as manufuc- 
torars of high standing—as they al] were—rare- 
ly exbibit, and they were misled by their own

Special 
mention might ba mnde of tha Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, which will be the finest building 
in the settlement architecturally, of Messrs, 
Vrard and Co.’« new building, and a very exten- 
sive pile of buildings for Yang Taotai, of the 
railroad. Several fine dweHing houses aro also 
building, one of which will bo noticeable for its 
Moorish style of architecture. We have not 
lidarned whother a muezzin is to he secured for 
the minaret, and ether Moorish appointments 
for the general furnishing or not. ‘Fhe ganaral 
improvements in progress add greatly to the 
aitractiveness of our settloment. <

THE RECENT TYPHOON IN. 


. Daten. | 
A foreigner who has just arrived from the « 


Alongkong Observatory, the managers of the 
launch companiés have combined to subscribe 
ior copies of the weather telegrams, announcing 
serlous meteorological changes, received in 
Amoy.
